HOW CAN IT MAKE SENSE? 

We sometimes wonder how many of our 
readers share the same Impressions that run 
through our minds when we try to make 
sense out ot all the contradictory reports from 
home and abroad. 

For three days running now, the news 
from Korea ha3 been anything but good. 
When this was written, the latest headline 
In the Times-News read as follows: 

"Reds Force U.- N.'s Units- to Fall Back 
Along 30-Mllo Line." 

That headline, to our way ol thinking, has 
two-fold significance. 

Are wo bogged down In Korea lor all time 
because of a policy that makes it Impossible 
for us to force a complete showdown? 

And what about this continued reference 
to the fight being waged by the "United 
Nations?" * 

If this country's policy dictates that we 
must confine the fighting to Korea, Irres- 
pective of now much enemy support Is 
brought In from the outside, how long will 
this see-saw slaughter continue and how 
many American lives do we expect to sacrl- 
■ flco? 

Speaking of casualties," that brings up a 
comparative chart which appeared on one of 
the Inside pages of the Times-News. 
It shows, the United States as supplying 
— SOitf fl fr Yniops 't o r ni e war ln -Kort fl-a 
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a total of 22,400 supplied by the United King- 
dom, Turkey, France, Australia, the Philip- 
pines, Netherlands, Greece and Canada. 

The casualties are still more significant, 
the United States showing a total of SO.O0O 
In Contrast to a total of only 3,046 for all of 
the othor- countries mentioned. 

The United Kingdom, which appears to 
have played such an Important part in 
shaping our Korean- policies, shows only 892 
casualties I 

Any one of a number of conclusions could 



should be apparent to the American people 
that It's this country that's paying the price 
In Korea. 

Not only Is It providing the vast preponder- 
ance of troops and suffering casualties in the 
■ same great proportion,, but It's Bearing most 
of the cost as well. 

And still our officials in Washington strive 
to make It appear that this Is a "United Na- 
tions" war against Communism In Korea, 
and a "United Nations" policy that Is being 
followed, 

Meanwhile, England on one hand would 
favor recognition of red China for Its own 
selfish reasons, while on the other, we see Its 
labor government near collapse, following 
resignations and protestations because the 
country Is being asked to offer more armed 
resistance against Communism Instead of 
enlarging upon Its socialistic program. 

Of course we'll be asked to bear the brunt 
of arming western Germany and all western 
Europe for that matter, while Oreat Britain 
and certain other countries remain chiefly 
concerned about their own domestic affairs. 

Right now England Is calling for American 
help to check a raw materials crisis threaten- 
ing the nation's economy. 

And Just as you would expect, the call got 
a prompt response - from Washington, with 
U. s. Secretary of State Acheson pledging that 
""the United States wlirtake full account of 
_ essential needs of friendly nations.'^ 

To top it all off, James S. Pope of the 
Louisville Courier-Journal told the American 
Society of Newspaper Editors In convention 
at Washington that "there la appalling evi- 
dence that government officials are trying 
. to withhold news from the people." 

The point to be drawn from all this re- 
view of Inconsistencies and contradictions 
Is: Are we exercising sound wisdom with 
these policies In which we persist, or will his- 
tory record that we played the hand of 
a gullible goon?

-One of the phenomena occcmpany' 
lng the breakdown In morality may 
bo stated practically as a law of 
nature: Just as dictatorships almost 
always become corrupt, so 
ly corruption often leads "to die 
tntorshlp. 

This happens because either th< 
crooks and dishonest officials be. 
come dictators In order- to -con tin ui 
stealing, or there Is on armed re- 
volution to throw them out. In the 
latter case the -resultant chaos and 
exercise of force In turn lead * 
dictatorship. This vicious circle has 
destroyed the Roman and other 
civilizations and could 
to ours. If we do not take preventive 

In other words, either 
wipe out these mobsters 
political partners or we wl 
way ot life. 

Joe Stalin, If he had planned It 
that way, could not find a speedier 
nnd surer way to defeat (he democ- 
racies than by subsidizing these 
irangsters and foul politicians. 

Actually, as I have seen In other
